SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  1978  Town  Report  is  filled  with  all 
of  the  reports,  financial  and  descriptive,  for 
the  Town  of  Goffstown.  We  sincerely  hope 
that  you  will  read  this  report  carefully  so 
that  you  may  be  fully  informed  as  to  what 
your  town  has  accomplished  during  the 
year  just  past. 

One  rather  interesting  statistic  that  I 
want  to  point  out  to  you  is  the  fact  that 
over  one  million  dollars  worth  of  assessed 
valuation  was  dropped,  due  to  the 
Expanded  Elderly  Exemption  which  the 
town  adopted  in  1978.  This  decrease  in 
valuation  did  not  increase  the  tax  rate 
however,  due  to  the  revenue  being  higher 
than  originally  anticipated  and  also  to  the 
new  valuations  that  were  added  to  the  tax 
rolls.  We  are  very  pleased  that  we  could 
assist  the  elderly  tax  payers  and  at  the  same 
time  maintain  a  stable  tax  rate. 

Another  area  that  we  are  most  proud  of 
is  the  work  done  by  the  office  staff  with 
our  computer  to  enable  us  to  do  the  1978 
tax  billing  on  our  own  equipment.  We 
have  had  some  minor  errors  and  adjustments 
to  make,  but  so  far  everything  is  working 
out  very  well.  We  also  want  to  thank  each 
of  you  who  may  have  had  some  problem 
with  your  tax  bill  for  being  so  tolerant.  In 
the  years  to  come,  this  system  will  run 
much  smoother  and  realize  a  great 
financial  savings  for  the  town. 

As  usual,  we  thank  the  dedicated 
members  of  the  various  committees  and 
boards  of  the  town.  These  people  do  so 
much  work  during  the  entire  year  to  assist 
us  and  to  help  make  our  community  a 
better  place  to  live.  Their  efforts  are 
greatly  appreciated. 


To  the  Heads  of  Departments  and 
employees  of  the  town,  we  are  most  great- 
ful  for  their  loyalty  and  hard  work. 
Goffstown  is  growing  every  year  and  no 
one  knows  this  better  than  those  who 
realize  the  added  work  load  a  growing 
town  creates. 


Finally,  we  once  again  ask  the  citizenry 
for  support.  It  is  greatly  appreciated  and 
helps  everyone  to  do  a  better  job  for  you.

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 
1978  TOWN  REPORT 

In  1978,  the  Goffstown  Highway  Department 
had  another  busy  season  with  major  projects  on 
highways,  sewer,  sanitation,  cemetery  and  other 
projects  that  had  to  be  done  in  conjunction  with 
private  contractors.  The  sidewalk  work  was 
completed  on  St.  Anselm's  Drive,  and  the  side- 
walks on  Main  Street  and  Church  Street  have  been 
hot  topped.  We  will  continue  our  sidewalk  paving 
program.  We  corrected  many  water  problems 
throughout  the  town  by  replacing  culverts  and 
doing  ditch  work.  Underdrainage  was  done  and 
catch  basins  were  installed  on  Haig  Street,  Pershing 
Street,  Joffre  Street,  and  Mast  Road. 

We  shall  continue  to  hot  top  roads  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  We  are  also  busy  checking  contractors 
on  the  different  subdivisions  throughout  the  town. 
We  stockpiled  the  usual  winter  sand,  approximately 
4,500  yards. 

Brush  and  tree  cutting  was  performed  through- 
out the  town,  and  we  again  encourage  the  abutting 
property  owners  to  use  the  good  wood  or  to  give  it 
to  someone  who  can.  In  most  cases,  we  notify  the 
property  owner  to  the  effect  that  we  are  going  to 
cut  trees  within  the  town  right  of  way  so  that  he 
may  pick  up  the  wood. 

Our  road  line  striping  was  done  again  this  year 
along  with  crosswalk  striping.  Sign  damage  has 
been  heavy  and  expensive  and  we  do  our  best  to 
keep  up  with  it. 

A  new  40x  24  addition  was  built  to  the  existing 
highway  garage  during  the  summer,  which  has  a 
new  office,  rest  room,  men's  room,  and  a  much 
larger  stockroom.  This  addition  allows  for  three 
extra  trucks  to  park  in  the  garage. 

In  October  we  acquired  a  3/4-ton  1961  Dodge 
4x4  from  surplus  at  little  cost  to  the  town.  This 
truck  is  of  big  assistance  to  us,  especially  during 
snow  storms  when  it  helps  in  the  plowing  of  the 
roads. 

The  Highway  Department  is  experimenting 
with  a  new  type  of  sludge  removal  at  the  Sewer 
Plant   by  removing   it  on  a  monthly   basis  using 


regular  septic  trucks,  which  appears  to  be  doing  a 
much  better  and  cleaner  job  according  to  state 
tests,  than  ever  before. 

The  Sewer  Department  has  replaced  several 
sections  of  sewer  lines  throughout  the  year  that 
were  deteriorated  or  otherwise  blocked  or  sagging; 
and  therefore,  causing  blockages  that  had  to  be 
constantly    cleared    by    the    Sewer    Department. 

Some  major  overhaul  work  was  done  to  our 
eductor  truck  including  a  new  clutch  and  new 
pump  to  try  to  keep  this  old  unit  working 
properly.  I  would  recommend  as  the  road  agent, 
that  the  town  start  immediately  on  a  program  of 
buying  and  paying  for,  at  the  rate  of  one  each  year, 
one  snow  plow  truck,  equipped  with  a  front  plow, 
one  wing  and  sander  body,  fully  hydraulic 
operated,  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  town  has  a 
rotating  program  for  new  equipment  each  year, 
which  we  do  not  now  have.  I  would  recommend 
that  this  be  done  in  all  departments  and 
recommend  that  it  be  started  for  the  year  1978-79 
because  it  has  been  our  experience,  especially  in 
highway  equipment,  that  it  is  from  one  year  to  1 7 
months  for  delivery  date  on  most  of  the  equip- 
ment today.  We  must  start  replacing  some  of  our 
trucks  now,  as  several  of  our  units  are  ten  years  and 
older;  and  whereas  we  have  to  work  with  salt  and 
sand/salt  combinations,  our  components  of  these 
vehicles,  namely,  truck  bodies  and  frames,  salt  has 
deteriorated  them  to  a  point  of  being  weak  and 
could  result  in  personnel  injury.  We  keep  our 
equipment  washed  as  much  as  possible,  repaired 
and  painted,  in  order  to  minimize  physical  damage 
from  rusting,  etc. 

We  are  experiencing  at  this  time,  major  vehicle 
repairs,  particularly  truck  bodies,  frames,  Sanders, 
and  all  snow  plow  components  themselves  due  to 
rusting.  Some  of  these  have  got  to  be  replaced  on 
a  regular  basis  and  I  am  asking  that  this  type  of 
program  be  instituted  this  year.  The  expense  that 
we  are  now  going  through  on  some  of  our  snow 
plow  equipment,  in  my  estimation,  is  exceeding 
the  price  of  new  equipment.  The  cost  of  materials 
to  repair,  added  to  the  cost  of  a  part-time  mechanic 
is  becoming  exceedingly  expensive. 


The  Sanitary  Landfill  will  need  much  work  and 
transfer  of  materials  this  coming  season  because 
the  excess  rubbish  is  now  exceeding  our  ability  to 
remove  good  material  so  that  we  will  not  waste 
our  landfill  area.  The  Sanitation  Department  feels 
at  this  time,  that  the  rubbish  generated  in  the 
Town  of  Goffstown  has  doubled  in  the  past  year 
due  to  new  developments,  etc.  and  has  created  a 
terrific  strain  on  our  one  truck,  and  of  course,  the 
Sanitary  Landfill  area. 

The  Highway  Department  wishes  to  thank  the 
taxpayers  for  their  help  and  consideration 
throughout  the  year,  the  Fire  and  Police  Depart- 
ments, and  the  office  girls  for  their  patience  with 
us  during  the  many  trials  and  tribulations. 

To  the  wives  and  families  of  the  Highway 
Department,  I  say  thank  you  for  your  patience  as 
your  husbands  spend  many  hours  away  from  their 
families  so  that  others  using  our  roads  may  do  so 
in  safety. 

To  the  selectmen,  this  department  acknowledges 
with  gratitude,  your  untiring  efforts  in  our  behalf 
and  thank  you  for  the  way  problems  were  handled 
that  came  up  this  year. 

And  to  my  employees,  thank  you  gentlemen,  for  a 
job  well  done  throughout  this  past  year.

GOFFSTOWN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  year  1978  started  off  to  be  a  very  busy 
year.  New  Years  Day  we  responded  to  the  H i 1 1s- 
boro  County  Farm  for  a  structure  fire  in  the  old 
carpenter  shop.  This  was  a  wooden  structure 
which  was  totally  destroyed.  It  was  set  by  a  person 
who  had  a  grudge  against  the  county.  The  Goffs- 
town  Police,  State  Fire  Marshall  and  the  Goffstown 
Fire  Department  investigated  and  determined  that 
the  fire  was  deliberately  set.  One  day  later  the  two 
individuals  who  we  believe  to  have  been  responsible 
were  apprehended  by  the  State  Fire  Marshall  and 
the  Goffstown  Police.  This  case  is  still  awaiting 
court  action.  It  was  later  learned  that  these  indi- 
viduals had  planned  to  set  fire  to  several  other 
buildings  in  the  county  complex  at  the  same  time. 

Because  our  department  has  become  more 
aware  of  the  arson  problem  and  having  attended 
schools  pertaining  to  arson,  we  have  gained  much 
knowledge  in  this  field.  We  have  had  several  auto- 
mobile fires  that  were  purposely  set.  Arson  is  an 
ever-increasing  problem  in  this  country.  This  act 
is  committed  for  profit,  grudge  and,  in  some  cases, 
the  arsonist  is  a  pyromaniac.  Arson  is  hard  to 
prove  because  much  of  the  evidence  is  destroyed 
by  the  fire. 

Another  serious  problem  is  the  rise  in  wood 
burning  related  fires,  two  of  which  resulted  in  the 
loss  of  the  home.  The  improper  use  of  wood 
burning  appliances  is  a  serious  hazard  and  puts 
more  demand  on  our  department.  If  people 
would  seek  advice  from  the  local  Fire  Depart- 
ment or  building  officials,  this  problem  could 
be  kept  to  a  minimum.  The  major  cause  of  these 
wood  burning  related  fires  is  improper  chimney 
construction  and  the  lack  of  proper  clearances 
between  the  stove,  stove  pipe  and  any  combustible 
material. 

In  April  of  this  year  we  received  delivery  of  our 
ladder  truck.  It  was  tested  and  completely  checked. 
Some  repairs  were  done,  and  it  was  put  into 
service  with  complete  confidence  that  it  would  do 
the  job  as  intended.  Since  it  was  put  into  service, 


the  men  have  trained  extensively  with  it,  and  it's 
been  used  several  times  to  our  advantage.  The  men 
of  this  department  are  very  much  aware  of  what  it 
will  do  for  them  and  are  extremely  pleased  with 
the  safety  and  efficiency  it  has  brought  to  this 
phase  of  firefighting. 

In  late  December  of  this  year,  our  four  inch 
hose  truck  was  delivered  to  the  central  station. 
It  should  be  in  service  the  first  part  of  January. 
These  two  trucks  were  voted  for  and  approved  at 
the  1977  Town  Meeting. 

This  year  on  Mother's  Day,  we  had  a  large 
brush  fire  on  Black  Brook  Road  behind  the 
Harrington  residence  which  destroyed  many  acres 
of  woodlands.  It  was  a  large  fire  and  very  costly 
to  our  department.  The  fire  occurred  on  a  dry  and 
windy  day  where  conditions  made  it  difficult  to 
control.  Before  bringing  the  fire  under  control, 
we  had  to  call  in  four  surrounding  towns  for  their 
much-needed  manpower  which  we  lacked.  Much 
thanks  is  extended  to  New  Boston,  Weare,  Hookset 
and  Dunbarton  for  their  quick  response  to  our  call 
for  assistance. 

This  year  our  department  has  designed  a  plan 
of  action  for  an  area  in  our  community  which  is 
a  special  hazard.  This  being  the  Home  Gas  Plant 
on  Mast  Road.  Keeping  in  mind  that  it  has  not 
yet  produced  any  problems  but  being  ever  mindful 
of  what  could  happen,  the  Police  Department, 
State  Fire  Marshall's  Office,  Home  Gas  Plant 
personnel  and  the  Goffstown  Fire  Department 
drew  the  plans  which  include  the  necessary  steps 
required  to  deal  with  any  situation  that  may  be 
encountered.  Several  months  later  we  finalized 
the  plan  which  can  be  implemented  for  the  safety 
of  the  people  involved  should  any  unseen  problem 
arise  in  this  area.  All  Department  personnel  have 
been  briefed  as  to  the  action  to  be  taken. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  the  Fire 
Department  has  visited  all  the  schools.  In  Septem- 
ber the  State  Forestry  Service  introduced  the 
Smokey  the  Bear  Program  to  our  schools.  This 
program  was  very  successful,  and  I  hope  they 
can  visit  our  schools  again  next  year.  Each  child 


was  taught  fire  safety  for  woodlands  and  was  made 
a  Junior  Forest  Fire  Ranger  by  Smokey. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  the  children 
visited  our  Fire  Stations.  We  made  them  aware  of 
smoke  detectors  and  what  they  could  do  to  help 
save  lives.  They  were  also  shown  a  home  evacu- 
ation film  on  what  they  should  know  and  do 
should  there  be  a  fire  in  their  home.  We  have  intro- 
duced the  same  program  to  several  kindergarten 
classes  in  town. 

At  this  writing,  our  department  is  working  on  a 
plan  to  upgrade  the  school's  existing  life  safety 
program.  We  recognize  the  greatest  asset  in  over- 
coming the  fire  problem  is  through  the  education 
of  our  children. 

In  September,  Eugene  Hoitt,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  was  taken  seriously  ill. 
Recognizing  that  he  could  not  fulfill  this  position 
to  his  fullest,  he  stepped  down  from  his  position 
as  Fire  Warden.  The  Selectmen  then  had  the 
responsibility  of  appointing  a  new  member.  They 
appointed  Edward  Fairhurst  who  has  been  a 
member  of  this  department  since  1968  and  who 
has  been  a  full-time  firefighter  for  Manchester  for 
6  years. 

In  the  month  of  October  we  received  a  visit 
from  the  Insurance  Service  Organization.  This 
organization  evaluated  the  firefighting  capabil- 
ities of  this  department.  Some  items  that  were 
evaluated  were  the  type  of  building  construction 
in  Goffstown,  the  capabilities  of  the  water  system, 
the  equipment  and  station  location,  the  type  of 
station  we  now  have,  our  manpower,  our  training 
program  and  the  codes  which  the  town  has 
adopted.  We  have  received  the  report  on  our  water 
system,  which  reveals  a  serious  problem  in  the 
village  and  Grassmere  area.  None  of  the  hydrants 
met  the  requirements  for  firefighting  purposes. 
This  could  increase  the  insurance  rating  on  our 
property.  We  do,  however,  have  a  very  good 
water  system  in  Pindarville.  This  water  supply 
report  is  on  file  at  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Selectmen's    Office   and    the  Water   Department. 
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This  year  we  will  be  requesting  a  new  truck  to 
replace  Engine  Three  of  the  Central  Fire  Station. 
Engine  Three  is  a  1950  Ford  tanker  and  pumper 
which  has  an  engine  problem.  The  Board  of  Fire 
Wardens  and  myself  have  determined  that  it  would 
not  be  practical  to  spend  a  lot  of  money  on  it 
because  of  its  age.  It  is  now  28  years  old  and 
no  longer  meets  the  capabilities  now  required  for 
every  day  operation.  The  Board  of  Fire  Wardens 
voted  to  submit  in  a  special  article  $69,500.00 
to  replace  this  truck. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
all  town  employees  and  the  departments  for  their 
cooperation,  for  without  their  fullest  support,  the 
Fire  Department  could  not  function  efficiently. 
To  all  the  Fire  Department  personnel,  thank  you, 
men,  for  a  job  well  done.  To  the  citizens,  organiza- 
tions and  businesses  of  Goffstown,  thank  you  for 
your  support.

For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort 
between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local 
forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recog- 
nized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in 
1895,  the  state  and  local  community  governments 
have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat 
forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than 
1 ,800  deputy  wardens  are  appointed  every  three 
years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this 
effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the 
cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by 
local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates 
established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State 
funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  pur- 
chase hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train 
local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention 
work.

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtain- 
ing a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor  punishable 
by  a  fine  up  to  S1 ,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 
year  or  both.

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


TOWN  REPORT  1978 

The  Goffstown  Police  Department  registered  an 
increase  in  overall  complaints  and  reports,  as  well 
as  activity  levels.  Complaints  for  the  year  yielded 
17.43%  increase  over  those  of  1977.  Of  this 
increase,  there  were  19%  more  accidents  investi- 
gated and  a  continuation  of  enforcement  efforts  in 
this  regard.  There  were  two  motor  vehicle  fatalities 
during  1978. 

Even  though,  injuries  sustained  as  a  result  of 
accidents  decreased  by  almost  31%,  the  total 
number  of  accidents  reported  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment rose  10%. 

Many  complaint  areas  continue  to  experience 
decreases.  Assault  complaints  were  down  in  1978 
over  1977  by  44.83%.  The  offense  of  disorderly 
conduct  and  nuisance  complaints  likewise  experi- 
enced  a   slight   decline.    However,   there   was   an 


increase  in  several  property  crimes  categories 
which  are  reminiscent  trends  from  1976. 
Burglaries  were  up  58%,  a  majority  of  the  increase 
occurring  during  the  last  six  months.  Larcenies 
remained  at  much  the  same  level,  although  criminal 
mischief  categories  rose  32%.  Apprehension  rates 
for  these  categories,  however,  also  showed  a 
similarly  relevant  increase.  Burglary  arrests  were 
up  by  31.25%. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  the  off- 
shoots of  an  intensified  campaign  over  the  past 
two  years  for  citizen  involvement,  may  be  partially 
responsible  for  an  increase  in  such  complaint 
categories  as  reporting  of  suspicious  vehicles, 
which  increased  by  25.79%  in  the  last  year. 
Complaints  of  this  nature  contribute  to  a  more 
effective  enforcement  program. 

The  first  full  year's  operation  of  a  new  report- 
ing system  has  served  to  allow  a  more  accurate 
measure  of  general  activity  levels. 


CONTINUED  SERVICES 

Several  programs  have  continued  which  were 
instituted  in  recent  years,  and  have  met  with 
enthusiasm  within  the  community.  These  include 
the  continuation  of  the  Officer  Friendly  Program 
run  in  the  schools  by  the  Police  Department. 
Additionally,  Departmental  efforts  in  the  crime 
prevention  field  have  continued,  by  attempting 
to  make  the  citizens  aware  of  criminal  opportuni- 
ties and  how  they  may  be  reduced. 

Chief  Robert  J.  Wike  and  the  staff  of  the  Police 
Department  extend  their  thanks  to  the  citizenry 
for  their  continued  support,  and  look  forward  to 
yet    another    year    of    service    and    cooperation. 


One  of  the  highlights  of  the  first  Public  Safety  Day  was  the  Goffstown  Police  K-9

During  the  year  1978  I  have  completed  approx- 
imately 1400  inspections.  In  addition  to  this,  there 
are  many  zoning  and  health  complaints  and  inspec- 
tions I  have  to  do.  I  must  be  truthful  at  this  time, 
with  my  work  load  the  way  it  is,  I  cannot  do  all 
these  things  100%,  especially  in  the  Health  and 
Zoning  complaints.  If  there  are  important  health 


complaints,  they  are  looked  at  immediately; 
otherwise,  they  are  set  aside. 

Restaurant  and  store  inspections  are  supposed 
to  be  done  by  me  at  least  twice  a  year.  So  far  this 
year,  I  have  gotten  only  halfway  through  the 
town.  I  have  not  had  time  to  complete  them  or 
complete  the  nursing  home  inspections.  Another 
one  of  my  duties  is  to  manage  the  flood  insurance 
and  the  flood  plain  program.  It  is  very  time  con- 
suming just  keeping  up  with  the  federal  laws  that 
govern  the  flood  insurance  program,  so  I  will  not 
attempt  to  go  into  this  in  detail. 

As  you  probably  know,  the  102  condominium 
units  on  Daniel  Plummer  Road  are  well  under  way 
at  this  writing.  Ten  units  are  almost  ready  for  occu- 
pancy, ten  others  are  about  halfway  completed. 
The  rest  of  the  102  units  should  be  ready  some- 
time later  this  year.  When  I  go  to  these  units  for 
inspection,  usually   I   have  to  devote  a  full  day. 

St.  Anselm's  College  built  four  dormitories 
this  year,  now  being  occupied  with  only  the  lower 
level  to  be  completed  and  the  permanent  fire 
alarm  system  yet  to  be  installed.  They  now  have  a 
temporary  fire  alarm  system  to  cover  the  buildings. 
The  Belair  Nursing  Home  has  about  finished  a 
complete  renovation  of  the  nursing  home  includ- 
ing new  exterior  exits  for  the  second  floor  to  meet 
all  local  and  state  code  requirements.  A  new  50- 
bed  private  nursing  home  is  expected  to  break 
ground  this  winter,  and  we  are  awaiting  the  plans. 
The  new  Hillsborough  County  House  of  Correc- 
tion is  expected  to  break  ground  this  spring,  and 
I've  already  received  the  plans  and  specifications. 
Also,  the  Southern  N.H.  Services  are  preparing 
plans  to  convert  the  lower  general  building  for 
homes  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped.  I  haven't 
received  anything  but  concept  plans  so  far,  but 


expect  this  project  to  get  under  way  this  year, 
which  should  keep  me  very  busy. 

The  transfer  of  Mrs.  Cathy  Judkins  to  my  office 
has  been  a  great  help.  Now  only  one  person 
handles  all  applications  and  paper  work  in  my 
department.  Now  the  girls  in  the  Selectmen's 
office   have   more   time   to   do   their  own  work. 

I  requested  an  assistant  again  this  year  so  when 
I  am  out  sick  or  on  vacation,  someone  who  is 
trained  can  be  covering  for  me  and  taking  some  of 
the  work  load  off  my  shoulders.  The  Selectmen 
saw  fit  not  to  allow  this  and  also  the  Budget 
Committee. 

Where  I  have  been  requiring  only  24-hour 
notice  for  inspections,  I  will  now  be  asking  every- 
one to  give  me  a  minimum  of  48  hours  notice,  and 
that  will  not  be  sufficient  in  the  near  future.  I 
know  a  lot  of  people  will  be  unhappy  with  this 
type  of  service,  but  it  is  the  best  I  can  do.  At  times 
I  could  be  four  different  people,  and  it's  just 
impossible  to  keep  up. 

Although  my  office  hours  will  still  remain  the 
same-from  9:00  a.m.  to  10:00  a.m.  and  1:00 
p.m.  to  2:00  p.m.— the  rest  of  the  time  will  be 
devoted  to  inspections.  However,  anyone  who 
wants  to  set  any  other  hours  for  a  meeting  with 
me  to  talk  over  plans,  etc.  can  call  ahead  and  I 
will  reserve  a  time. 

At  this  time,  I  want  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  all  the  department  heads  for  their  fine 
cooperation  throughout  the  year.

Perkins.  The  commission  is  pleased  to  announce 
that  many  new  programs  were  instituted  within 
the  department  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  people 
in  Goffstown.

The  Office  of  Emergency  Preparedness 
continued  in  its  efforts  to  coordinate  disaster 
planning  in  emergency  situations,  by  improving  its 
general  plan.  As  such,  it  has  made  many  strides  in 
this  direction. 

The  Directorship  of  the  Office  of  Emergency 
Preparedness  was  transferred  to  Chief  Robert  J. 
Wike  of  the  Police  Department,  when  Michael 
Nawoj  left  to  assume  a  position  at  the  State  level. 
Along  with  Deputy  Directors,  Steve  Monier  and 
Brad  O'Neil,  the  office  has  continued  its  planning 
and  programming  in  those  identified  areas. 
Emergency  medical  equipment  was  received  under 
a  grant  through  the  Highway  Safety  Administration, 
and  this  additional  equipment  was  placed  with 
both  the  police  and  fire  departments. 

In  December,  the  Office  obtained  on  a  loan  use 
basis  from  the  State,  a  fifteen  hundred  gallon  per 
minute  pump  which  was  placed  at  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  two  24  volt  variable  generators  for  use 
in  lighting  disaster  or  emergency  scenes. 

Several  personnel  underwent  training  in 
radiological  defense  at  recent  seminars  held  in 
Concord,  and  the  two  Deputy  Directors  will  be 
undergoing  advanced  training  inpeace  time  nuclear 
disasters  to  augment  the  delivery  of  services  in 
this  area. 

The  completion  of  a  specific  disaster  plan  in 
the  event  of  an  LP  gas  or  other  hazardous 
materials  accident,  was  a  major  concern  which  was 
completed  during  1978.  Both  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  with  coordination  from  the  Office  of 
Emergency  Preparedness,  completed  a  plan  which 
specifies  a  course  of  action  to  follow  were  such  an 
accident  to  occur  with  Goffstown.  All  responsibil- 
ities have  been  identified,  and  as  such  will  provide 


for  a  more  efficient  operation.  To  correlate  with 
this,  Lt.  Brad  O'Neil  of  the  Fire  Department  and 
Sgt.  Roger  Gobin  of  the  Police  Department 
underwent  intensive  training  in  the  handling  of 
emergency  and  hazardous  materials  at  a  recent 
seminar.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

In  an  effort  to  structure  planning  policies 
to  respond  to  citizen  concerns  and  to 
promote  more  efficient  land  use  manage- 
ment, the  Planning  Board  has  concluded  its 
year  by  proposing  several  zoning  amend- 
ments for  voter  consideration. 

Grandfather  Clause 

The  larger  lot  requirements  which  went 
into  effect  in  March,  1978,  resulted  in  an 
overwhelming  number  of  non-conforming 
lots  and  caused  residents  of  these  lots  the 
inconvenience  and  expense  of  requesting  a 
variance  in  order  to  alter,  renovate,  or 
reconstruct  their  property. 

To  counteract  this  situation,  the 
Planning  Board  has  proposed  a  grandfather 
clause.  If  the  grandfather  clause  is  passed, 
lots  in  conformance  with  the  zoning 
regulations  in  effect  prior  to  March,  1978, 
will  be  considered  conforming  once  again. 
The  clause  would  apply  only  to  those  lots 
with  residences  upon  them;  it  would  not 
apply  to  vacant  lots. 

New  Residential  Zone 

The  Planning  Board  has  also  proposed 
the  creation  of  a  new  residential  zone  (R2) 
for  the  Pinardville  district  of  Goffstown. 
The  new  zone  would  permit  lot  dimension 
requirements  somewhat  less  than  those 
demanded  at  the  present  time. 

Different  land  use  patterns  have  devel- 
oped in  Pinardville  because  of  its  proximity 
to  Manchester,  and  the  results  of  the  survey 
conducted  by  the  Planning  Board  last 
spring  indicated  that  citizens  recognized 
and  supported  the  individual  character  of 
the  district. 


The  Board  feels  that  the  new  residential 
zone  would  better  accomodate  the  indivi- 
dual   character    of    the    Pinardville    area. 

Open  Space  Development  Ordinance 

The  Goffstown  Open  Space  Development 
Ordinance  is  the  third  major  zoning  change 
being    proposed    by    the   Planning    Board. 

The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  is  the 
preservation  of  open  space  and  the  protec- 
tion of  natural  resources. 

To  anyone  planning  to  develop  property, 
the  ordinance  would  offer  the  possibility 
of  flexible  lot  dimension  requirements  in 
return  for  open  space.  A  minimum  of  35% 


of  the  developable  land  within  such  a 
development  must  remain  as  open  space. 
The  open  space  may  never  be  developed;  its 
perpetuity  is  guaranteed  by  the  ordinance. 
The  density,  that  is,  the  total  number  of 
houses  permitted  within  an  open  space 
development,  would  not  be  greater  than 
the  density  permitted  under  standard 
zoning. 

If  adopted,  the  Open  Space  Ordinance 
would  be  a  voluntary  alternative  for  those 
wishing  to  consider  it.  It  would  be  an 
addition  to,  and  would  not  replace,  the 
present  zoning  ordinances.

SOUTHERN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commis- 
sion is  a  voluntary  organization  of  local  governments 
serving  a  common  region.  Member  communities 
have  many  common  problems  which  affect  each 
other  and  can  more  effectively  be  solved  on  a  co- 
operative, areawide  basis.  Because  of  the  economies 
of  scale  offered  by  areawide  programs,  many  of 
these  problems  can  be  dealt  with  through  the 
Commission  at  less  cost  to  the  taxpayers. 

The  Commission  is  established  under  state 
law  and  its  Board  is  made  up  of  Commissioners 
appointed  by  local  elected  officials  from  the  member 
communities.  These  Commissioners  control  all 
decisions  made  by  the  Commission  .  .  .  decisions 
which  are  voluntarily  implemented  by  the  partici- 
pating governments. 

The  Commission  has  accepted  the  challenge  to 
look  to  the  problem  of  coordinating  the  planning, 
and  the  development  of  many  units  of  government 
within  the  region.  In  doing  so,  it  does  not  usurp  the 
function  of  the  local  planning  boards,  rather  it 
supplements  their  work  and  efforts  by  serving  as  a 
"clearinghouse"  agency,  or  a  "ready  alert"  group 
that  can  warn  local  units  of  impending  problems  for 
all  which  may  flow  from  a  decision  of  a  single 
municipality,  the  state  or  the  federal  government. 
We  can  provide  advice  on  how  a  common  problem 
might  be  met  through  joint  action. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Commission  published 
three  major  documents  of  areawide  significance. 
The  Land  Use  Plan  2000,  Southern  New  Hampshire 
Subregion  and  A  Housing  Plan  For  The  Southern 
New  Hampshire  Subregion  have  been,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  be  important  references  and  resource 
materials  for  communities  wrestling  with  growth 
and  development  problems. 

A  Rural  Transit  Development  Program  For  The 
Southern  New  Hampshire  Subregion,  published  in 
September,  could  result  in  substantial  savings  for 
participating  school  districts  that  are  currently 
paying  dearly  for  special  student  transport  services. 


This  program  is  also  designed  to  extend  transit 
service  to  the  rural  transportation-disadvantaged, 
particularly     the     elderly     and     the     handicapped. 

Direct  Local  Assistance  Services 

A  representative  sampling  of  staff  services  pro- 
vided to  the  Town  of  Goffstown  during  the  year 
includes: 

Preparation  of  amendments  to  the  Land  Sub- 
division Regulations,  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
Building  Code  needed  to  allow  the  Town  to  con- 
tinue to  participate  in  the  National  Flood 
Insurance  Program; 

Provided  Town  officials  with  information  regard- 
ing the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series,  a  Capital 
Improvements  Program  Seminar,  and  the 
Commission-sponsored  Community  Development 
Block   Grant,   Small   Cities   Program  workshop; 

Administered  Goffstown's  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  award  for  improvements  at 
Roy  Park; 

Successfully  closed  out  the  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  award  for  relocation  and 
restoration    of   the   "Little    Red   Schoolhouse;" 

Researched  land  use  management  techniques  for 
the  Planning  Board; 

Established  eligibility  for  possible  70%  Federal 
funding  of  major  highway  improvements  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  intersection  of  Mast  Road  and 
Daniel  Plummer  Road  in  Pinardville.  At  the 
request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  project 
was  included  in  the  Commission's  "Transporta- 
tion Improvement  Program  For  Fiscal  Year 
1979," 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
updated  the  Town  base  maps; 


Provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Goffstown 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  regarding  the 
development  of  an  emergency  contingency  plan 
for  the  Homegas  LPG  facility  in  Grasmere.  Tasks 
included: 

*  aerial  surveys  of  G  rasmere, 
"land  use  survey  of  area, 

"preparation  of  guidelines  for  developing  a 
local    hazardous    materials  emergency   plan, 

'technical  information  on  the  properties  of 
LPG, 

'small    area    maps    for    police   cruisers,   and 

*  review  of  the  draft  plan. 

Please  Note 

This  year's  Town  Meeting  will  be  asked  to  vote 
on  some  very  important  Zoning  Ordinance  and 
Building  Code  amendments  relative  to  lands  and 
buildings  located  within  the  designated  flood  hazard 
areas.  We  strongly  urge  you  to  support  the  adoption 
of  these  amendments  so  that  affected  residents  will 
be  able  to  obtain  extended  flood  insurance  coverage. 

These  regulations  apply  to  only  the  flood  hazard 
areas.  Your  endorsement  of  these  amendments  will 
not  affect  any  building  activity  in  any  other  area  of 
the  Town,  and  neither  does  it  commit  any  financial 
resources  of  Town  government. 

If  these  amendments  do  not  pass,  46  Goffstown 
families  that  presently  have  nearly  $1,500,000  of 
flood  insurance  coverage  under  the  Emergency 
Program  will  be  refused  renewal  of  their  policies 
as  they  expire.  In  addition,  any  Town  projects, 
components  of  which  would  be  in  the  flood  hazard 
areas,  would  be  denied  Federal  funding.

NATIONAL  FLOOD  INSURANCE 
PROGRAM 

In  1975,  the  voters  of  Goffstown 
accepted  the  first  stages  of  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program,  referred  to  as 
the  Emergency  Program.  Detailed  Capital 
Flood  Boundary  maps  and  Flood  Insurance 
Maps  have  now  been  completed  giving 
exact  engineering  data  on  flood  levels  and 
flood  areas  of  the  town. 

The  Town  is  now  eligible  to  participate 
in  the  Regular  Program  which  is  replacing 
the  Emergency  Program. 

The  citizens  must  vote  to  adopt  the 
zoning  &  building  code  amendments 
necessary  to  participate  in  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Program.  These  will 
appear  on  the  Town  ballot  for  voting  on 
March  13,  1979. 

It  should  be  stressed  that  adoption  of 
these  amendments  allows  persons  living 
within  the  flood  boundries  to  obtain  flood 
insurance.  Should  the  required  amend- 
ments fail  to  be  adopted,  the  Town  would 
be  suspended  from  the  program,  no  new 
policies  could  be  sold  to  property  owners 
and  existing  policies  will  expire  as  they 
come  up  for  renewal. 

In  terms  of  costs,  there  is  no  direct  cost 
to  the  individual  resident  of  the  Town, 
unless  he  or  she  elects  to  buy  flood 
insurance.  However,  if  the  amendments 
are  not  passed,  there  may  be  a  negative  cost 
to  the  Town  as  the  Town  would  lose  it's 
elegibility  to  apply  for  federal  grants  or 
assistance  for  any  project  which  is  within 
the  Flood  Boundary  Area. 

Also,  persons  seeking  a  federally  insured 
loan  would  be  ineligible  if  their  own 
property  is  in  the  Flood  Boundary  area  if 
the  Town  does  not  adopt  the  National 
Flood    Insurance    Program    Amendments. 

The  Planning  Board  strongly  recommends 
that  this  program  be  officially  adopted 
by  the  Town  this  year.

must  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Adjus 
before  a  building  permit  can  be  issued  and  con- 
struction started.  To  avoid  delays  in  obtaining  a 
permit,  requests  should  be  submitted  well  in 
advance  of  planned  construction.  Submission  of 
detailed  plot  plans  and  building  plans  must  accom- 
pany the  request  in  order  to  expedite  the  hearing. 

The  ordinance  requires  that  requests  for  build- 
ing permits  on  lots  that  do  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  zoning  ordinance  be  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Adjustments  for  a  "Variance"  or 
"Exception". 

For  information  on  Goffstown  Zoning,  consult 
your  Zoning  Ordinance  which  is  available  at  the 
Town  Hall,  or  consult  our  Building  Inspector  or 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Adjustments. 

New  building,  additions  and  alternations  are 
subject  for  compliance  with  the  Ordinance  and 
Building  Code  even  if  a  variance  has  been  issued.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

At  the  Town  Meeting  on  March  1 8,  1 978, 
the  Town  voted  to  authorize  the  Goffstown 
Conservation  Commission  to  purchase 
approximately  250  acres  of  land  on  the 
eastern  slope  of  South  Uncanoonuc 
Mountain  extending  from  the  mountain 
base  pond  to  the  summit  in  the  area  of  the 
former  incline  railway.  After  much  addi- 
tional work,  the  purchase  of  this  land  by 
the  Conservation  Commission  was 
consummated  on  November  6,  1978  by  the 
delivery  of  a  deed  to  the  property  from  Mr. 
Ralph  Vogel.  The  Commission  is  presently 
considering  plans  which  will  facilitate  the 
use  of  the  mountain  land  by  residents  of 
the  Town  (including  possible  installation  of 
picnic  tables  and  litter  recepticles  around 
the  mountain  base  pond)  and  we  welcome 
imput  from  townspeople  as  part  of  this 
process. 

One  of  the  primary  functions  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  is  to  acquire  land 
for  conservation  purposes  and  to  further 
the  protection  of  open  space  in  the  Town 
of  Goffstown.  The  Commission  stands 
ready  to  consult  with  and  assist  land  owners 
who  wish  to  preserve  open  space  through 
donation  of  land  to  the  Commission;  grant- 


ing of  conservation  easements  restricting 
development  of  their  land;  or  use  of 
various  other  techniques  of  open  space 
preservation.  The  efforts  of  generous  and 
forward  thinking  land  owners  in  this 
regard  become  all  the  more  important 
as  Goffstown  continues  to  grow  at  a  rapid 
rate. 

Two  members  of  the  Commission 
resigned  during  the  year  —  George  Aimo 
and  Raymond  Lazott.  We  wish  to  express 
our  sincere  thanks  to  them  for  their  work 


on   the  Commission   and  to  welcome  new 
members  William  Roberts  and  Peter  Martel.

Homemaker  Home 
Health  Aides  assist  under  the  direction  of 
nurses  and  therapists.  Nurses  are  available 
daily  between  1:30  -  3:00  P.M.  at  the 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  office  in 
Manchester,  and  locally  at  monthly  drop-in 
centers  to  take  blood  pressure  readings.  An 
outreach  program  for  elderly,  lonely 
persons  also  is  available  to  assess  their 
unmet  medical  needs. 

Therapy 

Registered  physical,  occupational  and 
speech  therapists  are  available  for  therapy 
at  home.  Social  workers  and  nutritionist 
consultants  are  also  available. 

Maternal  and  Child  Health 

The  Nurses  are  prepared  to  give  advice 
and  guidance  to  expectant  mothers  as  well 
as  instruction  following  birth.  Immunization 
clinics  for  children  are  held  periodically 
during  the  year. 

A  special  program  for  adolescent 
pregnant   girls   has    been   added  this  year, 


with  instruction  classes  held  each  Monday 
at  4:00  P.M.  Follow-up  sessions  for  these 
young  mothers  and  their  babies  are  held 
periodically  at  the  VNA  office. 


Policy 

This  voluntary,  non-profit  agency  is 
certified  to  care  for  Medicare  patients. 
Although  many  of  the  services  are  paid  for 
through  Medicaid,  Medicare,  and  other 
health  insurance,  there  is  a  fee  which  is 
discussed  on  the  initial  visit.  Adjustments 
can  be  made.  Anyone  may  request  the 
service  by  calling  the  VNA  office  at 
622-3781,  Monday  through  Friday  from 
7:30  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  Services  are 
provided  on  weekends  and  holidays  as 
necessary.  There  is  a  24-hour  answering 
service  for  messages. 

Visiting  Nurse  Association  services  are 
available  to  Goffstown  residents  at  no 
cost  to  the  town.  Mrs.  Robert  Naser  and 
Mrs.  Robert  Stark  represent  Goffstown  on 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association 
and  Mrs.  Grace  Gage  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Roy  are  the  nurses  for  the  area.

Public  Law  93-523  was  signed  in  1974.  It 
authorized  Environmental  Protection  Agency  to 
set  up  national  drinking  water  regulations,  that 
state  governments  would  supervise  and  enforce. 
It  calls  for  all  public  water  supplies  to  be  moni- 
tored and  tested  constantly  and  for  the  public  to 
be  notified  if  anything  goes  wrong. 

The  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollu- 
tion Control  Committee  has  ordered  the 
Goffstown  Village  Water  Precinct  to  do  away  with 
the  present  reservoirs  or  build  a  filtration  plant. 
The  alternative  to  this  is  to  install  a  Water  Tower 
and  use  the  existing  wells  as  a  water  source.  They 
have  also  required  the  Precinct  to  hire  a  consult- 
ing engineering  firm  to  recommend  which  system 
the  Precinct  should  adopt.  The  firm  of  Whitman 
and  Howard  were  the  successful  bidders. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  New  Hampshire  Water 
Resources  Board  have  informed  the  Precinct  that 
the  lower  reservoir  dam  has  to  be  repaired,  as  well 
as  the  trees  on  the  dam  abutments  are  to  be 
removed.  The  Board  entered  into  a  contract  with 
J.  Carter  Brown  to  remove  said  trees. 

As  for  the  Precinct,  81,000.000  gallons  were 
consumed  during  1978.  There  were  18  new 
services,  19  freeze-ups  and  4  breaks. 

State  and  Federal  Regulations  dictate  that  the 
water  rates  may  have  to  be  increased  in  the  near 
future.

Regular  meeting  of  the  Goffstown  School  Dis- 
trict was  held  at  the  Goffstown  School  gymnasium. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator 
Lloyd  Sorenson. 

Miss  Dorothy  Farley,  President  of  the  Goffstown 
High  School  Student  Council  led  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance  to  the  flag. 

Moderator  Sorenson  read  the  Certificate  as  to 
the  posting  of  the  Warrant.  It  was  moved  by  Dan 
McNerney  and  seconded  that  we  omit  the  reading 
of  the  Warrant,  and  that  we  act  upon  each  article 
as  they  appear.

Mr.  Pacik  moved  and  seconded  the  previous 
question  —  Vote  on  stopping  debate  motion. 
Carried  by  voice  vote.  Standing  vote  requested  by 
JoEllen  Orcutt.  The  standing  vote  on  main  article

passed.

REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 
AND  CITIZENS  OF  GOFFSTOWN 

I  herewith  submit  my  1978  Report  concerning 
the  public  schools  of  Goffstown. 

The  word  "accountability"  in  education  has 
been  getting  a  great  deal  of  space  in  the  media  and 
it's  been  been  getting  a  great  deal  of  attention  not 
only  from  the  educators  here  in  New  Hampshire, 
but  also  throughout  the  Country. 

An  educational  accountability  plan  has  the 
child  as  the  primary  recipient  of  the  benefits  flow- 
ing from  the  improvement  of  our  educational 
efforts. 

Basically,  accountability  begins  with  the 
statement  of  objectives  —  what  do  we  want  our 


schools  to  do  for  our  children,  what  do  children 
need  to  be  successful  in  today's  society  and 
tomorrow's  society.  In  other  words,  the  Goffs- 
town School  District  must  develop  essential 
student  outcomes.  Essential  student,  outcomes 
represent  specific  expectations  of  what  students 
should  be  able  to  do  at  a  designated  point  in  his/ 
her  education.  These  essential  outcomes  should  be 
the  end  results  of  the  educational  program,  should 
be  specific  and  clearly  stated. 

Once  these  outcomes  are  set,  the  next  step 
entails  the  establishment  of  indications  for  each 
essential  outcome.  The  indications  are  nothing 
more  than  measurable  and  identifiable  behaviors 
that  tell  us  whether  or  not  the  student  is  reaching 
the  stated  objective.  Thus,  the  indications  of  a 
student's  progress  in  his  attempts  to  reach  the 
stated   goal   are  specific  and  related  to  programs. 

The  third  step  in  the  process  will  be  assessment. 
Assessment  is  a  structured  experience  by  which 
the  student  demonstrates  how  effectively  he/she 
has  mastered  the  indicator.  The  assessment  must 
be  validated  and  proven  reliable  and  it  must 
measure  the  student's  performance  against  the 
indicators.  Each  instrument  should  be  designed  to 
provide  objective  information. 

The  analysis  of  the  information  collected 
follows.  This  analysis  of  the  data  is  an  attempt  to 
determine  the  level  of  the  student's  performance 
in  relation  to  the  stated  objectives. 

Once  this  information  has  been  synthesized, 
then  it  is  reported  to  the  community  and  to  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  This  information 
is  also  used  to  develop  a  system  whereby  changes 
can  be  made  to  improve  student  performance.  In 
other  words,  the  information  will  give  direction  to 
the  Goffstown  School  District. 

In  summary,  the  accountability  model  calls  for: 

a)  The   setting   of  essential   student  outcomes 

b)  The  setting  of  indications 

c)  The  assessment  (test  and  student  behaviors) 

d)  The  analysis  of  the  data 

e)  The  reporting  of  the  data  and  its  analysis 

f)  The    development    of    changes    to   increase 
student  performance 

To  insure  that  this  plan  with  all  of  its  particu- 
lars are  in  place  by  June,  1981,  a  committee  of 
teachers  and  administrators  met  in  October  to  dis- 
cuss an  accountability  policy  and  to  formulate  a 
committee  (called  the  Local  Planning  Group).  The 
purpose  of  which  would  be  to  develop  a  timetable 
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for  the  completion  of  the  necessary  components 
of  the  accountability  plan,  and  to  organize  sub- 
committees to  insure  each  component  is  fully 
developed. 

Subsequently,  the  following  policy  was  passed 
by  the  Goffstown  School  Board:  "The  Goffstown 
Board  of  Education  believes  the  primary  purpose 
of  our  educational  system  is  to  help  each  student 
fully  realize  his/her  potential  for  learning. 

The  Board  also  recognizes  that  one  of  the  avail- 
able techniques  in  the  realization  of  this  goal  is  an 
accountability  plan.  An  accountability  plan  should 
clearly  describe  essential  student  outcomes,  pro- 
vide for  an  assessment  and  develop  a  procedure 
whereby  results  of  the  assessment  will  be  used  to 
chart  priorities  and  programs. 

It  is  the  Board's  intention  to  use  the  account- 
ability plan  to  provide  a  better  education  for 
students.  The  Board  does  not  intend  the  results  to 
be  used  for  the  comparison  of  students,  schools, 
districts  nor  for  the  evaluation  of  staff  members." 


Finally,  the  Goffstown  School  Board  approved 
the  composition  of  the  Local  Planning  Group.  This 
group  will  be  composed  of  the  following: 

Three  (3)  board  members 
Five  (5)  principals 
Six  (6)  teachers 
Four  (4)  citizens 

Since  the  students  from  Dunbarton  and  New 
Boston  attend  the  Goffstown  Area  High  School, 
the  development  of  the  initial  plan  will  be  a  coop- 
erative venture.  Thus,  the  Local  Planning  Group 
will  comprise  representation  from  each  of  the 
towns. 

The  Local  Planning  Group  will  be  charged  with 
the  production  of  a  plan  that  will  serve  as  a  road 
map  to  our  goal  of  having  an  operational  account- 
ability model  in  place  by  June,  1981 . 

This  venture  will  take  an  extraordinary  amount 
of  time,  effort  and  dedication.  It  is  essential  that 
the   teachers,   administrators  and   the  citizens  of 


Goffstown  work  in  a  spirit  of  cooperation,  keeping 
in  mind  the  welfare  and  the  educational  benefits 
of  the  student. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  those 
who  have  contributed  and  to  those  who  will 
contribute  to  this  undertaking. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assist- 
ance and  cooperation  provided  me  by  the 
administrators,  teachers,  school  boards,  and 
citizens  of  Goffstown.  Without  this  assistance  and 
cooperation,  many  of  the  things  accomplished 
would  have  been  left  undone,  and  I  look  forward 
to  another  prosperous  year  —  a  year  of  continued 
cooperation.

All  three  school  nurses  are  members  of  the 
School  Core  Evaluation  Team,  with  one  serving  as 
a  member  of  the  District  Evaluation  Team. 

Catholic  Medical  Center  East  School  of  Nursing 
again  chose  our  school  system  to  observe  the 
functions  of  the  school  nurse  and  the  school 
health  program,  and  how  the  total  program  relates 
to  the  community. 

A  First  Aid  and  Safety  class  was  given  to  ten 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students.

This 
program  is  sponsored  by  the  Cancer  Society  and 
the  School  Health  Services,  and  is  held  each  year 
for  senior  girls. 

Our  Future  Nurses,  science  students  and  home 
economics  students  attended  this  year's  Youth 
Symposium,  sponsored  by  the  March  of  Dimes  and 
found  it  to  be  a  most  worthwhile  conference.  The 
topics  covered  were  Causes  of  Birth  Defects; 
Genetics;  Drugs  (including  alcohol);  Smoking; 
Nutrition  and  Parenting. 

Carol  Maleska,  P.H.N.,  visited  Goffstown  High 
and  Junior  High  School  and  conducted  an  immun- 
ization information  class  for  all  students.  Our  goal 
is  to  have  all  students'  immunizations  brought  up 
to  date  before  1980. 


Guest  speakers  from  Alcoholics  Anonymous 
visited  all  seventh  and  eighth  grade  social  studies 
classes.  The  program  was  also  shared  by  two 
representatives  from  Alanon. 

The  Future  Nurses  Club  was  active  through- 
out the  year.  Our  goal  for  next  year  is  to  recruit 
new  members  that  perhaps  have  never  considered 
nursing  as  a  career. 

All  students  through  grade  8  were  given  the 
opportunity  to  join  the  dental  conference,  which 
included  a  cleaning  of  the  teeth  plus  an  applica- 
tion of  topical  fluoride.  Mrs.  Marian  Lalime, 
R.D.H.,  and  the  school  nurse  conducted  demon- 
strations in  various  grade  levels  emphasizing  the 
value  of  good,  nutritious,  low  cost  snacks,  not 
only  for  their  teeth  but  for  good  dental  health  as 
well. 

At  appropriate  age  levels,  classes  were  conduct- 
ed in  the  subject  areas  of  growth  and  development, 
good  nutrition,  dental  care,  anti-smoking,  drugs, 
etc. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  who  assist  in  our  goal  of 
optimal  health  for  our  students.

School  Lunch  Fund: 


R.S.A.  197:23a  Treasurer's  Duties,  states  in  part;  'The  treasurer  shall 
have  custody  of  all  monies  belonging  to  the  district  and  shall  pay  out  the  same 
only  upon  orders  of  the  school  board  .  .  ." 


At  the  present  time,  the  School  Lunch  Funds  are  maintained  in  the 
custody  of  the  School  Lunch  Director.  Funds  received  from  the  sale  of  meals 
and  milk,  as  well  as  federal  reimbursement  funds  received  through  the  School 
District  and,  in  some  instances,  District  appropriations,  are  deposited  by  the 
School  Lunch  Director  and  all  payments  for  food  and  supplies,  as  well  as  some 
equipment  purchases  and  payrolls,  are  made  by  the  School  Lunch  Director.  The 
Treasurer  is  not  involved  in  these  transactions,  nor  are  invoices  or  manifests 
approved  by  the  School  Board. 

We  believe  this  to  be  a  serious  weakness  in  internal  control  due  to  the  lack 
of  proper  segregation  of  duties  of  the  School  Lunch  Director.  Therefore,  we 
strongly  recommend  that  School  Lunch  Funds  be  handled  by  the  Treasurer  to 
both  strengthen  internal  controls  and  comply  with  State  law. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71 -A,  Section  21,  require  that  the  auditors' 
summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  School  District.  Publication  of  the 
Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit  report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  School 
Board.  This  letter,  however,  must  be  published  in  its  entirety.
